U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sasabata et al in view 
of Kawai. 

See paragraph three of the previous office action mailed on 
2/28/06 for the details of this rejection. As to the new 
limitation added to the independent claims, note that when the 
switch 52 of Kawai is substituted into Fig. 5 of Sasabata et al 
for the switch inside circuit 52, there will be a shunt FET with 
its drain directly and continuously coupled to the gates of FETs 
43 and 46 (the shunt FET will be one of the FETs 61, 62 shown in 
Kawai' s Fig. 8 ) .
